BY BILLY 


WISH to recount a fe of my most 

important fights for the public to 

compare with some of the present- 
day champions and see which stands 
out the best, 

My tirst Battle was with Jimmy Cas- 
sedy of Manchester, Eng., whom I de- 
feated in ‘thirty-two rounds, bare 
Knuckles, November 8. 1876 He 
weighed 132 pounds to my 111 pounds; 
he was 2% years old and I was 17. 

I came to Philadelphia and boxed 
at the Comique Theater for six weeks, 
{meeting all comers. I went to the oll 
country in Pennsylvania and fought a 
good many fights there. My most im- 
portant one Was g With Billy Murphy, 
whom I beat in fifty-seven rounds in 
1879, he dying in forty-eight hours after 
the fight. We were all arrested and 1 
Was given my liberty by the Governor, 
if 1 would not fight again. This was 
three months after Jimmy Weeden 
kilied Walker in the ring at the same 
Place. 

So I went to Streator, III., and start- 
fed a pawnshop and ran it about two! 
years when the fighting erase got me 
again. i fought. every man they, 
brought, %ig and for three years. | 
Then I went into business again until 
1882 when Patty Ryan's show came to 
Streator, and that started me again. 
I béat every man 1 met-—Chariie La- 
masney, ‘om White, Ed Laterty, Billy 
Meyers and several others. 

In 1883 Parson Davies came with 
Jimmy Elliott, ex-heavyweight cham- 
pion of America.

ATHENS, March 30.—{Exclusive Dis- 


patch.] Greece is once more under 
constitutional rule. At 10:20 o'clock 
this morning, King George appeared 


through the yellow plush curtain be- 
hind the Speaker’s rostrum in Parlia- 
ment and mounted the! place just va- 
cated by the president of tae House. 
Here a gilt armchair had been 
stalled, 

King George then read a message, 
of which the pregnant part was the 
promise of a royal decree for a re- 
visionist chamber, for the purpose of 
revising non-fundamental clauses of 
the constitution, the condftion aéxacted 
on the dissolution of the military 
league. 

Five minutes later, the King, whose 
arrival had been greeted by applause, 
left amid a storm of “zitos.” Wita- 
out formality, the King left the House. 
to be greeted wtih. cheers and “zitos”’ 
by the military populace without.

REACH BODY IN WELL. | 


Workmen Uncover Dead Man's Feet 
at Monrovia, But Cave-in Again 
Prevents Recovery. 
MONROVIA, March 30. — At noon to- 
day, after toiling incessantly since the 
evening of the Zist inst., searchers lo- 
cated, at the sixty-five-foot level, the 
body of William Pickering, victim of 
the Bradbury well cave-in. A further 
subsidence of the earth occurred at 6 
0-clock p.m., and the body was again 
buried. It if doubtful if it can be un- 
covered and brought to the surface to- 

night, 
When the temporary shaft in waich 
the excavating was carried on, pene- 
trated the loose earth this .morning 
and struck an undisturbed stratum, 
drifting around the cement well shaft 
Was commenced. A short distance wert 
ot the direct line of descent, Picker- 
ing’s feet were uncovered, but progress 
was impossible until the drift was 
timbered. This was being done when 
the earth again settled, filling up the 
tunnel. 
As nearly as could be determined, 
Pickering lay head downward, tnrust 
against tae cement orgs * the well. 
From the character of t earth sur- 
rounding the body it is almost certain 
that he was first entombed in a little 
pocket, which afterward filled. This 
s to confirm the belief that he 
for a tinte after he was over- 
| «nd by tapping on 


the curb. 

At first the taps were frequent and 
vigorous, and then fainter and farther 
apart, and then, After a long time, 


narrow refuge, he gave a strong h 
stroke—a last good-by to those he 
knew were working frantically’ to 
reach him. | 
The accident occurred about 9 o'clock 
p.m. a week ago Monday, and within 
twenty minutes, what was then hoped 
to be a’ work of rescue, was under way, 
and the quest has never ceased. 
Work on the drift was resumed at 
8 p.m., but there is little expectation 
of again reaching Pickering’s body be- 
fore morning.

EXCHANGE DECLARES DIVIDEND. 


Monrovia Orchardists Have Profitable 
Season and Much Fruit Remains 
to Be Shipped. 


MONROVIA, March 30.—Directors of 
the Duarte-Monrovia Fruit Exchange, 
in session today, declared a dividend 
of $20,000 on February shipments of 
navels, making a disbursement of $70,- 
000 for January and February. The 
exchange is now forwarding twenty- 
three cars of navels per week, and 
has shipped 225 cars since January 1. 
The balance of the naval crop under 
exchange control amounts to sixty 
cars. Including seventy cars of Va- 
lencias, the exchange output for the 
season will approximate 460 cars. As 
the district escaped serious frost in- 
jury, and shipments, untn recently, 
“were limited to orders, returns have 
been good, averaging about 18 cents 
per pound. 
The Spence Fruit Company has 
shipped forty cars of navels and will 
ship twenty cars more five cars 
of Valencias. L. O. Brunet Company 
shipped ten cars for the season. The 
Duarte Company, associated growers, 
has forwarded twenty-five cars of nav- 
els and has twenty-five cars on the 
trees. The company’s Valencia ship- 
ments are estimated at ten cars. e 
district’s output for 1910 will closely 
approximate 685 cars, as com 
with 750 cars in 19098.
